INCE the occupation of

It 
must break soon, for the summer 
days are passing and the invasion 
weather will not hold indefinitely. 

Even in this country, where 
there is no doubt of final victory, 
some nerves are strained by the 
increasing suspense. In Ger- 
many the strain must be becom- 
ing well-nigh intolerable. 


For many of our enemies there 
have lost faith in their own 
cause. Already they are begin- 
ning to compare their present 
situation with that of 1918. Then, 
as now, their mighty armies 
seemed invincible. 


But then, as once again in these 
momentous days, they became 
gradually conscious of the Free 
Peoples’ inexhaustible reserves, 
of their dogged and inflexible pur- 
pose and of the steel noose that 
was drawing ever tighter to 
throttle their own resources.

NE argument against the 
O iikciitiooa of achieving

It must also be remembered 
that, even at the height of the 
1940-41 blitz period, we were never 
bombed as we are now bombing 
Germany. 

Two -thousand - pounders were 
comparatively rare in those days, 
but in many of our recent raids we 
have dropped four-thousand-pound 
bombs on German industrial tar- 
gets at the rate of three a minutes 

Our own bombers have some- 
times felt appalled by the flaming 
havoc spread out beneath their 
giant wings. It is no wonder that 
Dr. Goebbels and his assistants 
begin to feel afraid of the effect of 
this destruction upon the deluded 
German people's discipline and 
obedience.

SUPERIORITY 


This man had to join the Army; 
he wasn't sufficiently woolly 
headed to be a conscientious 
objector in the face of the Arch- 
Enemy of Conscience. And he 
was desperately unhappy. The 
rigours of Army life disgusted 
him. 

He was very young, and, having 
read a large number of books 
which most people never bother to 
read, he felt a certain superiority 
to his average fellow-man. 

Very young, half-educated, book- 
fed boys and girls are like that. 
They feel isolated, unique, dread- 
fully wise, 

So my friend started to despise 
his comrades-in-arms, and there- 
fore became unpopular. The more 
unpopular he grew, the more he 
tried to be unpopular—the more 
he made men hate him. 

He had an air of superiority! 
Your really superior man never 
has that. Of course, he got into 
trouble; you don't curl your lip at 
harassed sergeants and adopt a 
lofty tone with worried corporals 
and get away with it.
